Of my Birth. 


I T was not the Itch of being dubb'd an Author, th 
induced me to publiſh the moſt material Paſſages 
my Life. Thoſe who have known:me in Zaly by 
the Name of Culli, and in France and Holland by that 

of Rozelli, or Lacius Axor, will, I dare ſay, do me the 

Juſtice to believe me capable of nobler and more ſerious 

Exerciſes, than that of writing Memoirs. A Man, whoſe 

Profefſſion has ever been the moſt ſublime Sciences, can't 
be thought to reliſh Works of this nature; and my Rea- 
ders may aſſure themſelves, I always held it for a Maxim, 
Not to divert Poſterity at the nee of my own Grimes. 
For, beſides that the Pride which Men take in ſuch Tri- 
les, is very ridiculous, and unworthy a Man of Senſe, 
the Publick, to whom they ſo generoully preſent a Cata- 
logne of their good and ill Actions, are mighty capricious | 
and ſevere'in judging of thoſe of other Men, and gene- 
rally condenin the Writers of Memoirs, as ſo manyiCheats, 
who unjuſtly charge 9 Worth and Hongur with

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their q mn Enormities ; or, as Wretches provok'd, by a 
Senſe of their Misfortunes, to rail at all thoſe, who, 
they pretend, have been the principal Occaſion of them. 
Theſe Conſiderations always gave me the greateſt 
Averſion for ſuch an Undertaking; and I ſhould certainly 
have perſiſted in my Reſolution, never thus to expoſe 
myſelf, had not a Perſon, who is no Stranger to the | 
chief Adventures of my Life, frankly told me, one day, 
That if I would not oblige the World wifñh a Recital of 
'em, he would try what he could do: But the Appre- XZ 
henſion this gave me, That in ſuch a cafe, the Truth 


might receive ſome Prejudice, and that in deſcribing my I 
| Misfortunes, their Cauſe might be diſſembled; and the | 


Circumſtances mangled, ſoon chang'd my Sentiment; 


Wherefore, I determin'd to ſet Pen to Paper, and to en- Av 
deavour, by a faithful Relation of the ſad Diſaſters that 
have befallen me, to convince all the World, how much 


it concerns them to behave themſelves diſcreetly and 
prudently in their ſeveral Stations. 

I am deſcended, on the Father's fide, of one of the 
Nobleſt Families of Naples, as having given ſeveral 
Cardinals to the Church, and Two Great Maſters to the 
Religion of Malta. My Birth was a Myſtery, in which 
Love had the only ſhare. My Mother was a Grecian 
Beauty, enſlav d with a Sultaneſs, formerly Ibrahim Fa- 
vourite, and Mother of the late Grand Seignior Maſta- 
pha; who, in her Pilgrimage to Mecca, was intercepted 
by the Galleys of Malta, on board of which my Father 
then commanded, in the quality 6f Lieutenant. As the 
Zeal with which the Gentlemen of the Order of Malta 
are fit d, tranſports them beyond the Rules of Order and 
Reſpect, my Father was one of the firſt who boarded the 


Ship that carry d the illuſtrious Pilgrim; and the Shrieks 


of the Ladies in the Captain's Cabbin ſoon drew him 
thither, with ſome other Officers, who left the Deck 
crowded with Moors and Slaves. Nor ſooner did they 
ſet Eyes on their new Captives, than Beauty overcame 
their Martial Fire, and filld their Breaſts with Pity. 


Having, therefore, given the neceſſary Oxders' in the 
Ship, and remov d the Sultaneſt, with her Women and 
ſome Eunuchs to wait on her, aboard their Capitana,: they

my own. For, my Father, Who was as gallant a Gentle-

enamour d of her, than ſhe of him; And yet the old 
Count had not the leaſt Suſpicion of the Affair between 
his Lady and his Friend. - . 

Their Intrigue was ſo well manag d, That it took not 
the leaſt Air; but, till Zebina's Coming, the Lovers had 
enjoy'd the utmoſt of their Wiſhes, without either the 
leaſt Jangling or Jealouſy to diſturb their Felicity. Bur 
there is nothing more true, than that none is always 
happy. The —— who lov'd the Chevalier very 
paltonately was -aware of his Inconſtancy, when he

All that I 
could learn of the Perſon who brought me up, is, That 
I was the End of this Interview; and that, from this 
Time, Zebina never had an Opportunity of being alone 


with the Chevalier. The Counteſs, who had been, as 


it were, a Witneſs of their Union, would not upbraid 


| : ber Gallant with his Inconſtancy, becauſe ſhe knew, his 


fiery Temper was ripe for any Enterprize; but preten- 
ded ſuch an Affection for her Slave, that ſhe could not 
part with her out of her Sight. Zebina knew all her 
Aﬀairs, except thoſe of her Heart ; and the Chevalier 
viſited the Counteſs as often as before, without ever 
being able to get a Moment of Zebina's Company alone. 

The Counteſs reſolving to be even with the Lovers, 
and finding her. Jealouſy. increaſe as faſt as the Cheva- 
lier's Paſſion; for her cool'd, ftudy'd means to ruin em 
both, without the Expence of her Honour, which was 
the only Thing ſhe valu'd.. The Lalians are cautious, 
and dangerous in their Deſigns of Revenge, carrying 
their Ng beyond Death itſelf; as you may ſee by 
what befel the Chevalier. 

The Counteſs was ſeiz'd with a kind of Melancholy, 
which ſo alter d her, that one could ſcarce know her a- 
gain. Her Spouſe, who perfectly doated on her, endea- 
vour'd all he could to divert her, and recover her from 
her drooping Condition; but all in vain. Neither the 
Buffoonry of Merry-Andrems, (which is in great Vogue 
in lay) nor the moſt exquiſite Remedies of the beſt 
Phyſicians, prevail d.

At laſt, after Two Hours Pain 
and Torment, I open d my Eyes, and was ſurpriz d to 
fee myſelf ſurrounded by Four Women, all in Tears, 
and Three or Four Men running about, to get me up 
again. Being come to myſelf, and perceiving my old 
Mother in Tears, ſqueezing one of my Hands in hen, 
faid J to her, with a low Voice, This is not the Wa 
to cure me! My Illneſs proceeds altogether from Grief! 
Vou ll have nothing of me; but my poor Bones, it 
yon continue to do as you have done!! Give me mn. 
Slaves Dreſs again, and don't conſtrain me to hate you 
Ah! Wretch reply d the old Woman, Doſt thou affront 28 
her thou ought'ſt to honour! and canſt thou conceive: 
Deſign of hating me, when T am come to make thee tie 
happyſt Man in the World! Doſt think 'we uſe eren 
Body as thou art ud here! NO] If I was not great Mid“ 
eoncetn'd” for thee; I ſhould not much trouble-myſel, 
whether thou waſt Eree or not; but I will have thee fut.

] knew not what kind, of Anſwer to return to this 
Diſcourſe of Mariola; for I was aware of a certain My- . 

ry there was between thoſe Women, which I was ne- 
ver able to dive into. But J was fo deſirous to be let 
into the Secret, that I could not forbear telling her, how 
glad I ſhould be to know what paſs d in their Converſa- 
tion. I had no Occaſion to make long Prayers, Afariola 
telling me, I had made a Conqueſt, before I was aware 
on't ; and ſuch a one too, as would have coſt me my 
Lite, had not I been preſerv'd by a kind of Miracle. 

It was now Autumn, at. which Seaſon they were wont 
to ſpend ſome Time in the Country, but not at the 
Vintage, for, as I ſaid before, the Twrks drink no Wine. 
Inſtead of that, they dry abundance of Figs, Raiſins, 
and ſeveral other Fruits, which they preferve as well for 
S their Proviſion, as for their Traffick to the Weſt, which 
© is very confiderable. The Women are not half fo re- 
tir d in the Country as in Town ; but go a walking, and 
fiſhing, and divert themſelves with playing any waggiſh 
Tricks with their Slaves, who are allow'd, for that 
Time, to ſee and talk with their Miſtreſſes. I was not 
yet perfectly recover'd of a malignant Fever, that had 
brought me very low, and procut'd me the Liberty of 
Living at Diſcretion. Nor was any Body ſuffer'd to 
ſpeak to me, during my Illneſs, but Mariola, who ask d 
me, Whether I ſhould not be quite well, when the 
Time was come, for us to go into the Country? and, 
Whether 1 ſhould not be glad to take the Air, and di- 
vert myſelf there? I reply d, that I found myſelf fo 
weak, that I could not walk a Step; and that my Di- 
ſiemper, which had laſted but Four and twenty hours, 
had more jaded me, than any other could have done,

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Cleaths to go ont in, ſince they had taken away m.

But as I had very little Experience, and was not ſo far 
recover d, as to be able to defend myſelf, the Bull dif- 
mounting me, thruſt his Horn into my Horſe's Guts, 


trampled upon me, and left me almoſt dead, and quite 


put of my Senſes. The Women made a Shift to reach 
the Houſe, and ſent. ſeveral Slaves to defend me from 
the Fury of that roaring Beaſt ; but he had left me be- 
fore they came, and they return'd with me upon a Lit- 
ter, thinking I was quite dead. Jt was upon this Occa- 
ſion, that one of the crue' Adventures befel me, that 
ever I met with. My Grandmother abandon'd herſelf 
to Deſpair, and my young Miſtreſs committed ſuch Er- 
travagancies, asamaz'd me, when I afterwards heard of 
'em. Having ſtript me ſtark naked, and got a Surgeon 
to ſearch me, they found I had no Symptoms of Life, 
and gave me over: However, as they could not content 
themſelves, that a Man of their Blood ſhould die uncir- 
cumeis d, they refolv'd to make me undergo that cruel 
Operation, believing I was not then able to oppoſe em. 
For this'end, they ſent for -the Dervis who had cate- 
chiz'd me, and who liv'd but half a Mile from the Place 
where we were. Being come, he comforted my Miſtreſ- 
ſes; and after he had ſaid his Prayers, came towards me, 
and purify d me, by throwing two or three Pails of Wa- 
ter upon my Body; But nothing could make me ſtir.

We made it our 
rt Buſineſs to prepare our Tar-Dreſſes ; and, for that 
ad, tarry'd three days in the ruin d Houſe, which be- 
ng ſituate on the Top of a little Hill, gave us a charm- 
ing Proſpect of the Sea, and of every the leaſt Veſſel 
chat approach'd the Land. In that time, Pietrocio ſewing 
xtremely well, and 1ſnard being not far behind him in 
chat Art, our Cloaths were finith'd, and we were com- 
lete Sailors. The day after we had run away from our 
rigantine, we perceivd her to return to the very Bay 
in which we Janded : and the Fear I was in, leſt that 
curſed Crew ſhould come in queſt of us, made me very 
impatient till ¶uard was return d from the Village I had 
ſent him to.
